Business Communications; 

What are legal business communications that could be handled on amateur radio? 
Answer: There are no easy answers. 

Let's start with what the law says. Part 97 defines business communications 
as any transmission or communication, the purpose of which is to facilitate 
regular business or commercial affairs of any party. Any party doesn't mean 
just two people communicating: it could mean a third party whose commercial 
affairs are being furthered. It doesn't matter who that other party is. 

It can be an individual, a corporation, a charitable organization it doesn't 
really matter. 

How do you draw the line ? A little over a year ago, the Commission staff 
issued a statement to clarify the situation. The order basically says that 
amateurs can continue to provide communications or participate in the routine 
events of traditional public service activities. We do it all the time. 

We provide communications for marathons, walkathons, parades, etc. 

The import of the clarification was that amateurs can continue to do these 
traditional public service items. There are tougher problems~things heard 
daily on 2 meters. These are non public service communications. It's quite 
Clear that you would not call your broker and ask him to buy some stock for 
you. One situation that atracts a lot of attention is "using the auto patch 
to order pizza". Whose business affairs are being furthred by such a call ? 
Perhaps the FCC doesn't do anything about such calls, but it's probably 
because Of how low on the totem pole we are when it comes to enforcement

At its May 18 meeting, the ARRL Executive Committee took a big step toward 
ensuring the future vitality of the Amateur Radio Service. The EC approved 

a plan developed by Hq. staff to enhance on the air privileges of Novice 
class licensees. An essential part of the plan is to atract large numbers 

of newcomers without destroying incentives to upgrade and without disrupting 
present activities of higher class licensees. The ARRL Board has endorsed 
the plan by mail vote, authorizing the filing of a petition for rule making 
with the FCC. The plan includes limited Novice use of RTTY, packet radio 

and SSB, in addition to Morse code, and limited UHF operation.

Have you had a rough time getting 
in to the repeater with your 1.5 watts 
and rubber duck antenna? It is not an 
uncommon problem, and should not be a 
mystery. I am more surprised that the 
Fool rubberized contraption works at 
all. It is the saddest immitation of 
an effective radiator of radio waves 
ever conceived by modern man. It has 
very limited application, much as two 
tin cans tied together with string. 
And it makes for good conversation-— 
"I’m only using an HT with a rubber 
duck, am I making the repeater?” 
Chances are that you are not! Notice 
how you say "only a rubber duck”? 


But there is an answer, 
of you have seen and heard my 
solution. A coffee can... Yes, 
heard me, a COFFEE CAN. I am not 
Claiming to have discovered this very 
effective antenna. Credit goes to a 
ham who published his invention in ’73 
magazine in May 1983. But I have 
built the half wave coffee can 
antenna, and I can happily report that 
it is one of the Few articles in the 
mags that lives up to its 
expectations. This antenna has the 
Following advantages over a rubber 
duck:

Don’t connect 
the wire to the center conductor yet, 
as some adjustment of the position of 
this ”*tap” is required for lowest SUR. 
The variable Capacitor is mounted as 
Close to the top of the can as 
Possible, and a wire is attached to 
the center conductorat the top of the 
can. About two inches of the tubing 
should extend outside the Can, as the 
radiator has to be 38” long.
